“Although skilled labour in ship- 
building and engincerinit in Great 
Britaln is second to none in the 
world and can't be touched, I think, 
after scelng Hongkong that the work 
of Chinese workmen comes | very 
close to that done in the Home 
country," said Sir David Owen, late 
General Mannger of the Port of 
In an . interview yesterday 
prior to hig departure from the 
Colony to-day. 

Sir David, who was Invited by the 
Hongkong Government to investigate 
the question of harbour facilities, has 
spent seven weeks inthe Colony, ac- 
companied by Mr: Duncan Kennedy 
as Engineering Adviser. ‘ 

He ndded that he hod handed tno 
report to the Government but declin- 
ed to discuss any proposals he had 
mado pointing out he was not pere 
mitted to say anything in anticipa- 
‘tion of the report. 

“1 thought,” he coritinued, “that 
the shipbuilding business in Hong- 
kong was remarkably efficient and 
comprehensive in all branches. The 
Chinese labour I saw was very akilful 
indeed. In fact the skilled labour 
was excellent.” 

“Hongkong harbour fs a very im- 
portant asset to the Empira at the 
present time in many respects,” ho 
added. . ; 

During his visit to the Colony, Sir 
David said, he and Mr Kennedy had 
tapped all sources of jnformation and 
listened to all. suggestions possible re~ 
garding the future development of 
the port.

TOKYO, Feb. 26 (Reuter).— 
Japan has submitted a com- 
promise proposal in an attempt 
to break the deadlock in the 
negotiations between Thailand 
and French Indo-China, accord- 
ing to well-informed Japanese 
quarters who. indicate that the 
‘proposal will be Japan’s final 
offer in th 
tions.” 

The land to be closed to Thailand 
should, “historically speaking, belong 
to Thailand,” state the Japanese.
